Bentin, September 2.—The testamentary 
notes of late Kaisor William, abstracts of 
which have just been made public by the 
present emperor, although of merely {historic 
valine, have been scanned with the deepest 
interest, as revealing the light in which he de- 


sired tobe viewed by posterity. Each was” 
‘Written at a critical point in his eareer and ail 


are permeated with the deep piety which 
Characterized his public cispatches. In the 
first. written snertiy before he was made re- 
gent, after quoting a passage from scriptures, 
be says: 

“When this writing falis into hende of gry friends. 
Tshall have departed this life. May it be voucheafed 
to me Im my last rmeoments to commend my spirit to 
God, should sndden death overtake me. My whole 
life has been & preparation for the world to cdtme.”’ 

A vein of sadness runs throngh the doca- 
ment, as the writer glances back at alternate 
joys and sorrows of his life. He expresses 
great ioye for the fatherland. 

The second note written after the war with 
Austria, commences: 

“Since in 1507, I wrete tomy surviving friends my 
last farewell, fate has deeply affected my Hfe. 

it contains touching allusions to the death 
of his brother and expresses heartfelt thanks 
tothe people of Prussia for the sentiments 
displayed towards him. In it he prays that 
God will a! low his sueecessor to preserve Pru- 
sia the position he plainiy assigned her by 
r ror vi lence. The note conc udes: 

y Go l, in bis grace, williteo.” “Midnight— 
1960. 1867 VWiLRELM,” 

The.third note commences in 1870-1571 with 
the words: 

“God was wilh Us. 
glory. 

A memorable passage runs: 

* “Tf ever the fincer of God was clearly man ifeste a 
in history it wes in years 1866, 1870 and 1871,’

| DEATH AT THE FIRE- 


Several Baltimore Firemen Per- 
ish In the Fiames. 


A FINE BUSINESS BLOCK IN RUINS. 


| : 
Heroic Work of the Firemen in Attempting 
to Reaeue Their Dnfortanate Brothers 
joss Over a Million and a Haif. 


2ALTIMOR®E, Septem ber 2.—At an early hour. 


this morning fire broke oat in the toy ware- 
house of Prior, Hilgenberg & Co., 107 South 
Sharp street. Before the fremen could get to 


work an explosion of fireworks wrecked the 


building and caused the flames te spread with 
alarining rapidity to the drag house of J. i 
Winkilman & Co. and the hat house of M. 5. 
Levy & Co., om the north. 
firemen entered the edifice oceupied by the 
drug house when the inside of the buatiding 
seemed to suddenly drop in. A terrific ex- 
plosion followed and the immense building 
eollapsed, 

The entire fire deportment had by this time 
reached the scene, and as the atte ntion of the 
men was concentrated on the build- 
ing under which their comrades were 
buried, the flames had a chance to 
spread, and spread they did with 
frightful rapidity. In an incredibly short space 
of time the entire block, running from Lom- 
bard to Plat streets, was aseething mass of 
fiame. At the drug house the firemen worked 
bravely. Holes were eut through the pave- 
ment and every effort made to reach the im- 
prisoned men, but they were buried undera 
great mass of brick and iron and the fierce 
flames were roaring around the spot. 

Awful groans came from the pile which had 
the effect to make the working firemen putforth 
superhuman ‘efforts and after mosé than an 
hour's work it became evident that some of 
the men were alive and that they were being 
roasted to death. Jobn Kelly, of truck num- 
ber 2, managed to crawl out from the rubbish 
and of the men who entered the building he 
was theonly one to escape with his] ife. He was 
horribly eut apd bruised, but his injuries are 
not serious. ,

Tt is certain that these men have lost their 
lives and it may be that others were with them 
when the crash came. The firms that 
were completely burned are: Wylis, Bruster 
& Co., wholesale shoe dealers; J. H. Winkil 
man & Co., drugs ; |Tabb Bros & Domenick, 
hardware ; Prior & Co’, toys; M. 8S. Levy & 
Sons, hats; H, S. Kine & Sons, hardware; 
Dobier, Mudge & Co., paper; and Hirschberg, 
Hiollander & Co., paint and glass. 

The row of buildings was one of the finest 
in the city, nove of the warehouses being less 
than fiveggtories high, nearly all of them hay- 
ing hada Miceetly erected, Among the build- 
ings partiaily burned, was the Waternite, on 
Lam bard street, and its inmates were removed 
only with great difficulty. The total loss-will 
probably re ach $1,500,000, and it is pretty well 
covere: ? by insurance, most of which is in 
small policies in out-of-town companies. 

‘The intense heat several times dreve the 
firemen from the building where the bodies of 
their unfortunate comrades were lying under 
tons of brick and iron, but they persisted in 
the search and shortly after noon the first body, 
that of Mr. Wagner, was brought to the light. 
No spot was on the bedy of Harry Walker, 
standing erect, as if packed in. Near him was 
found what was left of George Bows ‘rs, but no 
other bodies were found until pearly 6 6’clock, 
when that of George Kerins was nunaaned 
The bodies were terribly disfigured, the flesh 
béing burned off in many pines es. The search 
ia being pursued tonight with the aid of elec- 
tric lights. 

The firemen who were more or less injured 
by the falling walls are: George W. Horton, 
Wilmer West, John Gill, and Louis OB. 
Scheeve. None of their wounds are serious. 

In the hardware store of Tobb Brothers & 
Dimmock, there were stored large quantities 
of cartridges and as they exploded several men 
were slightly injured by flying bullets

the only total losses, and as a row of small 
stores and dwellings on Pratt street, between 
Sharp and Hanover, on Lombard street, and 
between Lombard and Pratt were more or less 
damaged, additional losses aggregating $75,- 
000 are reported. 

The block of -five story warehouse, Nos. 170 
to 125 Sharpe street were recently erected by 
John King, president of the Erie railroad com- 
pany, at a cost of $180,000. The other build- 
ines were owned by individuals whose names 
eoult 1 not be ascertained and t hey are be) lieved 
to represe nt a Valuation of at least $200,000. 
They are said to be pretty well covered by 
ina! iPaiice. 

The origin of the fire will probabiy never be 
known, No fire is used in the Pri tablish- 
ment and it is supposed spontaneous com bus- 
tion was the cause, but itis known that a sys- 
tem of electric lighting was introduced in the 
building rec ently, and it was only tried last 
night and it may be that defective insulation 
started the flames and the pombasttbla nature 
of the contentsof the building served as food for 
the destr ying r element, he fire was dis- 
covered by an intoxicated man who 
stopped to rest on the steps 
of a building opposite. There was considerable 
delay in getting the alarm, and when the 
engines arrived the building was in flames, 
from céllar toroef. Fireworks in the upper 
floors at once began to explode, and, with the 
rapidly spreading flames sprese snted the grandest 
spectacie ever seen in this city. The explosion 
thatcaused the collapse of “the Winkilman 
building, by which the firemen lost their lives, 
wae the result of the ignition of some chemi - 
cals, and was so sudden that, though the men 
were warned, they had not time to make their 
escape.

When Miss Hogan was 
fourteen she engaged herself to Huffman. 
They remained engaged for two years, and 
during that time her lover accomplished her 
ruin, and just before the matter was brought 
to Captain Hogan’s attention, Huffman fied 


the country. The ontraged father pursued his | 


daughter’s deceiver for three months, and 
traveled over 4,000 miles, but nothing 
has ever been heard of Tom Huffman. 

The poor girl could not survive her disgrace. 
Last spring it came to Captain Hogan’s eyes 
that the other Huffman brothers were talking 
in an insulting way about his other daughter, 
He at once procured a horsewhip and publicly 
eowhided Charlie and Butler} Huffman. The 
kiufimans armed and were going to attack 
him,when they were'all arrested and put nnder 
& peace bond. One of them could not give bond 
and fled the country, but two weeks ago he re- 
turned to his home and has been concealed 
there. 

Last night at 10 o’clock Captain Hoégan was 
waiking from the postoflice to his house and 
was holding the hand of his year-old son. 
When within fifty yards of his residence two 
men sprung into the road behind him and shot 
Captain Hogan fell, 
but he drew his pistol and fired at the retreat- 
ing figures without effect. Charles and Jack 
Huffman were arrested this morning and com- 
mitted to jail and the others were put under 
rreatest in- 
dignation prevails in that section. If the law 
does not punish the Huffmans they will prob- 
Hogan recognized them ‘as

The Pahutes and Utes in " Deadly Conflict — 
Flight of Ranchmen,. 

Denver Col., September 2.—[Special.]— 
State Senator James P. Galloway, who is an 
extensive ranchman in the extreme western 
portion of Colorado, and who is now in Denver 
on a visit, today received a letter from his 
foreman giving meagre details of a fight be- 
tween two bands of Indians in the Lasal 
Mountains near the Utah-Colorado line. The 
news was brought to the Galloway ranch by 
Mrs. C unningham, the wife of a ranchman, 
who was feaing from danger. She came in on 
a buckboard with the mail carrier. She re- 
ports that she saw On her way out the body of 
one dead Indian and a half dozen wounded,jand 
that the fighting was still going on whenshe 
left SenatorGalloway says that the fighting was 
undoubtedly between a nomadic tribe known 
as Pahutes, who have not been under-the 
agency protection for over.ten years and a 
hand of Utes, who were sent from the sonthern 
agenoy where the three Ute commissioners 
now are for the purpose of getting the rene- 
gades, if possible, to go to the agency and 


’ take part in the treaty negotiation. No further 


detaiis of the fight have been received.

M. N, Johnson, ot Carthage, Commits Sui- 
cide—No Cause Asaigned. 

RAnricu, N. C. September 2.—{Special.]— 
At Carthage, yesterday, M. N. Johnson, a 
leading merchant, committed suicide. He 
complained of being unwell in the morn- 
ing and quit work and went to two stores, 
at each of which he purchased an ounce of 
landanum. He then went tothe residence 
where he boarded and retired to his room. He 
ate hearty at dinner and went to bed, saying 
he was not well. 

Later a lady heard him vomiting and earri« ed 
him a pite her of water. She said he a; pprare d 
sick and remarked that he felt quoer about 
the head. A pistol shot was heard, and some 
school boys, who roomed with Johnson, ran to 
the room and found him dead with a bullet 
wound in his breast, just above the heart, 
Two laudanum bottles were found near the 
house, where,he threw them after drinking 
their contents.

The First Excursion Train From 


Jacksonville 
WILL ARRIVE HERE THIS MORNING. 


Thirty-Seven Refugees Packed ina Train— | 


Serene at the Depot in Jacksonville— 
New Cases and Deaths Yesterday. 


JACKSONVILLE, Fla., September 2.—[Spe- 
cial’ |}—Suaday is not much different from any 
other in this city nowadays. They are all 
alike—dull and dead. Teday has been, if } 
anything, more gloomy than any since the be- 
ginning of the epidemic. 

The profound death-like stillness has been 
broken only by the occasional tinkle of a street 
car as it rolled almost empty over the pave- 
ments. Sunday is usually a big day for street 
car basiness, Crowds of colored people, in 
holiday attire, pack. every suburban line car to 
overflowing, and hang upon the rear steps 
three and four deep. Today the cars have rat 
tied along empty. The colored people have 
no money to spend in car fares, and those who 
do have money have no disposition to indulge 
in Sunday pleasures. 

The Firat Excursion. 

An announcement appeared in this morning’s 
Times-Union as follows: 

**Ata late hour last night the Times-Union 
received the following telegram from General 
Manager Haines, giving the first authentic in 
formation with reference to the government 
excursion train. It wfl be welcome news to 
hundreds this morning: 

SAVANNAH, Ga., September L.—A*t 820 p. m., I re- 
‘celyed amessave from Surgeon-General Hamilton 
asking me to send a speciel of four cars for refugees 
from Jacksonville to Atlanta. Baggage must be left 
atthe Waycross fumigating station. We will en 
deavor to have the train ready to leave Jacksonyif® 
about 130 p.m.

‘Intending passengers can doubiies learn ar 
rangements in detail and the exact hour of 
starting by applying at the Waycross depot 
this forenoon.” 

As soon as people learned this through 
the columns of the paper there was 
more or less bustle noticeable in  cer- 
tain quartegs of the city, especially as 
telephone messages to Waycross depot were 
answered by the announcement that the train 
had been made up and would leave promptly 
ati:30p. m. Nearly two hundred intending 
passengers had booked their names with the 
secretary of the board of trade and it was ex- 
pected that everyone ofthe four cars would 
be crowded full. An impression had gained 
ground in some way that, inasmuch as this 
train had been heralded as a ‘‘government ex- 
cursion train,’’ under charge of the surgeon 
general, it would be free to all, and scores of 
people, both white and black, were on hand 
two or three hours before the departure of the 
train in order to take advantage of this, and 
they were all disappéinted.

The 
train orders were: “Receive no baggage.”’ 
Not even hand baggage was received,or wraps, 
oer overcoats.. All had to be sent back to their 
homes by frignds or messengers. Lunch baskets 
and boxes were the only ‘‘extras’’ allowed, 
Orders were, that after the train had passed 
the tracks of the Savannah, Florida and 
Western, and gone upon those of the East 
Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia, the con- 
ductor was to securely lock the car doors, and 
mingle with the passengers as little as possi- 
ble. 

This conveyed the idea that the excursion 
train is a sort of “‘pest train,’’ filled with yel- 
low fever patients; and it will, no doubt, be 
received as such along the line of road, just as 
if it had yellow flags fiying. Fully a 
dozen intending passengers, when they 
learned of these arrangements, refused to 
travel on this train, preferring to await a time 
when they can travel with baggage and be 
treated like American citizens and not as 
tramps aud pest house subjects.

From the Boston Cotnmercial Balictin.

Cotton Cloth Should be Used For Baling 
aed Should Have Government 
Protection. 


The bagging trust is still the Pagpoaes 


While submission for the seni may be 
inevitable, yet the man who has denunciation 
for the trust is eagerly listened to. 

Hon. Grigshy E, Thomaa, of Columbus, one 
of the closest reasoners in the state, thus ex- 

resses himaclf on the subject: 

“When the foreign cotton exchange notified 
the American cotton exchange that they would 
not receive cotton covered with Americam 
hemp bagging, or anything else except India 
bagging, congress should have at once put a 
tariff upon India jute, which* would have 
bavished it frof¥our market. The American 
hemp interest, and cotton interest, demands as 
much protection and retaliatory legislation as 
the fis ving interest. 

: WHY se JuTR? 

“Viewed from this standpuint, does not the 
proposed reduction on jute and India bagging 
inerease rather than diminish the evil? Why 
ehould jbe American cotton interest pay an 
annual tfibute to the East India jute compa- 
ny? Why are we obliged to have jute ¢ ? Amer- 
ican cotton cloth will canvass our hams 
as sweetly as jute; we can pack our 
flour in cotton sacks, why should we not pack 
our cotton in cotton ducking? 

“Six millions of bales with six yards of cloth 
to the bale is thirty-six million yards of cloth 
that it will take to cover our present cotton 
crop, which, if manufactured in America, 
what a source of revenue and how much more 
work it woald give our people. ‘This cotton 
ducking around bales when it arrived in 
Europe would not be thrown aside as waste, 
but would be used in various ways for domes- 
tic purposes. 

‘(In the other hand admit jute free of duty, 
and compel American products for e ye rt ail 
to be covered in jute, or guuny cloth, by com- 


mand of the foreign boards of trade and Amer- <¢ 


ica Will be a large West India ecolony-paying 
tribute to the great East India company. 
What has become of American enterprise, 
and ingenuity? Whataspectacie! Six mil- 
lions bales of cotton to be covered, eight-mil- 
lions of people with one heartand one mind 
banded together in alliances and resolved not 
to pay this tribute. Standing with a solid vote 
in the political government of the country and 
no manufacturing interest has advertised a 
remedy, or suggested a substitute.

The southern planter by the results of war 
has had millions of property swept away from 
him. He has had the federal .government to 
levy a tax of twoand a half cents per pound 
on his cotton, he has paid that. 
Year after year he has seen combination after 
combination formed to deprive him of the ade- 
quate compensation for the labor expended in 
making the cotton crop, and now, this year, 
when a kind Providence has blessed him with 
@ good crop, and commercial prosperity under 
democratic rule gives the promise of a fair 
price for his cotton, here comes this East India 
monopoly and extorts a tribute of three million 
dollars. 

‘We hear the cry that the merchants will be 
bankrupted if the farmers do not pay. If the 
farmers pay they will be bankrupted. It ap- 
pears thatthe duty of the hour requires that 
the government, the cotton manufacturer, the 
merchant and the patriot should come to the 
aid of the farmer and say, ‘No, you 
shail not pay it.’ The fundamental 
basis of  -all prosperity rests upon 
protecting and encouraging agriculture. 
They should know no north, no south, no 
east, no West when such an attempt is made 

to levy a tribute upon any one of its agricultu- 
ral branches of industry, but with one heart 
and one accord as Americans we should throw 
ail the powers Of the government on the side 
of its protection wherever assailed. 

THE INSURANCE TRUST. 

‘IT see it stated in the papers that the insur- 
ance companies have refused, or threatened to 
refuse, to imsure cotton. wrapped in cotton 
duck, Away with such insurance companies, 
who, foitese’ by Americans, lend their aid to 
the extortion levied upon any of their interests. 
There is no more reason for their refusal to in- 
sure cotton wrapped in cotton duck than there 
is for their refusing to receive cotton w rappe sd 
in American hemp y baggi ng. Every one knows 
that nice smooth cotton duck is not half : 
inflammable as India bagging. tf 
you doubt this assertion, ta ae 
two bales of cotton and cover one with Indi 
bagging and the other with gC J Gaston 
duck and scratch a parlor match across the 
sutface of each, and the India bagging will be 
instantly wrapped in’ flame and the COLTON | 
duck will remain unharmed. The Webster 
cotton warehouse, in Columbus, was once de- 
stroyed by a boy scratching a match across 
a bale of cotton wrapped in India bagging.”’
